Sir:  You  have  probably  been  aware  for  some  years  now  that  a  Good  and  Worthy  Cause 
known  as  KPFA  has  been  in  constant  need  of  the  wherewithal  to  go  about  its  business  of  pro- 
viding challenging,  stimulating  and  important  radio  listening  to  its  Northern  California 
audience.  You  probably  also  know  that  a  great  many  of  your  unofficial  helpers  here  in 
this  area  have  continually  rallied  to  aid  in  filling  KPFA's  stocking  (which  must,  by  the 
way,  remain  hanging  by  the  fireplace  all  year  'round.)

Why  only  yesterday  three  subscribers  fell  through  a  hole  in  the  rug  and 
landed  in  one  of  Edy's  gooiest  sundaes.  Getting  from  front  office  to  the  control  room 
requires  as  fancy  a  piece  of  broken-field  running  as  anything  since  Eliza  crossed  the 
river.

THE  WAY  OF  THE  WORLD  (August   14) 

This  was  one  of  a  series  of  BBC  productions  marking  the  tercentenary  of  the  Restoration,  the 
coronation  of  Charles  II  on  May  8,  1660.  This  play,  although  not  produced  until  fourteen  years 
after  Charles'  death,  is  generally  considered  the  finest  of  Restoration  comedies.  Indeed,  Lytton 
Strachey  declared  it  to  be  "among  the  most  wonderful  and  glorious  creations  of  the  human  mind." 
Unfortunately  for  Congreve,  his  masterpiece  was  a  little  late  on  the  scene,  for  two  years  before 
its  production  a  tract  by  an  obscure  clergyman,  Jeremy  Collier,  had  condemned  the  'immorality 
and  profaneness  of  the  English  stage.'  This  had  a  considerable  effect  upon  audiences,  and  helped 
to  usher  in  a  period  of  insipid  sentimental  comedies  with  the  result  that  THE  WAY  OF  THE  WORLD 
was  at  first  a  failure.  But  Congreve's  brilliant  satire  on  the  society  of  his  day  has  been  better 
understood  and  appreciated  by  later  audiences.  Its  wit,  the  scintillating  style  and  rhythm  of  its 
language,  the  sophisticated  characters  with  their  frailties  and  their  complicated  relationships, 
both  dynastic  and  emotional,  make  perfect  material  for  radio,  and  in  this  production  by  Charles 
Lefeaux  the  complexities  of  the  plot  are  cleverly  elucidated  by  a  team  of  firstrate  actors.  Dame 
Edith  Evans  plays  Millamant,  the  part  in  which  she  triumphed  when  Nigel  Playfair  revived  the 
play  at  the  Lyric  Theater,  Hammersmith,  and  she  will  be  heard  "dwindling"  into  the  wife  of  Sir 
John  Gielgud,  as  Mirabell.  These  two  fine  players  make  the  famous  "contract  scene,"  where 
each  states  the  conditions  upon  which  they  will  agree  to  marry,  easily  recognizable  as  the  most 
brilliant  scene  in  Restoration  comedy,  and  as  one  of  the  most  brilliant  ever  written  for  the  English 
stage.

Fortunately,  we  have  enough  on  hand  to  carry  us  through  to  the  end  of  the  year,  and  if  the 
demand  is  heavy  enough  we  can  always  re-run  the  ones  we  have  already  broadcast.  Once 
again  we  have  proof  of  KPFA's  uniqueness. 

Apropos  of  re-runs.,  it  seems  like  a  good  idea  to  devote  two  weeks  or  so  to  another  KPFA 
"retrospective,"  a  festival  drawn  from  our  Archives  of  rebroadcasts  of  famous  KPFA  programs 
both  very  old  and  slightly  old.  This  we  will  do  early  in  September,  and  I  would  appreciate 
any  suggestions  you  might  have.  A  great  many  new  residents  arrive  in  this  area  each  Fall, 
and  this  seems  like  a  good  way  to  introduce  them  to  what  KPFA  has  accomplished   in   the   past. 

Our  Archives  are  quite  extensive;  they  include  almost  a  thousand  tapes.  But  there  have 
been  times  in  KPFA's  history  when  economic  pressures  were  so  great  that  excellent  programs 
had  to  be  sacrificed  in  order  to  have  enough  tape  to  record  the  next  day's  programs.  I  imagine 
that  there  are  a  number  of  people  in  the  Bay  Area  who  have  their  own  KPFA  Archive,  and 
I'd  very  much  like  to  have  lists  of  what  is  around  on  tape  that  we  may  not  have.  Does  anyone 
have,  for  example,  the  Oppenheimer  talks  on  "Science  and  the  Common  Understanding?" 
the  Carl  Rietz  series  on  Gastronomy/  or  some  of  the  early  poetry  programs  at  KPFA?  Or  Chuck 
Levy's  "Huck  Finn"  or  ''Robin  Hood"  complete?  Etcetera? 

A  final  note  of  self-interest.  The  people  who  have  been  printing  scripts  of  our  commentators 
tell  me  that  they  would  like  to  issue  my  twenty-one  programs  on  "The  History  of  Music"  as 
a  book  running  to  about  150  pages,  but  we  need  some  advance  idea  of  whether  we  can  sell 
enough  copies,  at  three  dollars  each,  to  justify  the  expense  of  printing.  Any  takers?
